The noble character of Al- 
bert A. Gore is inspirational and self evident, illuminating 
the portrait. On the reverse, the official seal of the Inaugural 
medal of the President of the United States was proudly exe- 
cuted in all its majesty: a challenging and rewarding work. 
The medal is in bronze, 2 3/4 inch dia. with a warm golden 
bronze patina. The Hoffman Mint struck 20 copies to be 
available just after the election. This is the same mint that 
struck the 1993 William Jefferson Clinton Presidential 
Inaugural Medal.

I am again curating an exhibition entitled, “New Ideas in 
Medallic Sculpture”, scheduled to exhibit from 
December 2nd, 2000, through January 30th, 2001. 

A reception was held on December 2, at “Medialia Gallery”. 
Professor Duarte and some of the participants from Lisbon as 
well as most of the participants from The University of the 
Arts, Philadelphia were present.. 

Inspiring the young generations interest in medallic sculpture 
has been an intended goal since I first organized a medallic 
sculpture exhibition of the work done by members of the 
American Medallic Sculpture Association (AMSA) in a 
gallery in SOHO in 1992. I was very thrilled that the first 
exhibition had finally materialized in 1998 and continued to 

a third annual exhibition this year. I was confident after the 
last exhibition that introducing medallic sculpture to the 
young generation would be a source of stimulation and inspi- 
ration toward expressing ideas in a new medium. Several 
young artists have joined AMSA and Federation Internation- 
ale de la Medaille(FIDEM). The FIDEM congress was held 
at Weimar Germany in September. It was my joy and pride 
to find some of last years works from “New Ideas in Medallic 
Sculpture” in the display cases for the United States. The 
works for all countries are juried for the exhibition. 

I am in the process of filing as a not-for-profit-making organi- 
zation entitled, “New Approach.”. This organization will 
provide continued support and exhibiting opportunities for the 
young generation of medallic sculptor.

This is our fourth exhibition in conjunction with an exhibition of 
The award recipient of the year, The J. Sanford Saltus Award for 
Signal Achievement in the Art of the Medal, from The American 
Numismatic Society. 

The J. Sanford Saltus Award was initiated in 1913 by its namesake 
to reward sculptors for distinguished achievement in the field of 
the art of the medal. Gustaaf Hellegers from the Netherlands is 
the Saltus recipient of the year 2001. The other exhibiting artists 

in the Medialia show are Letterie, Mieras, Steyn, Varga, and 
Vathorst. Steyn's work and some of Varga's works are from the 
collections of Kakitsubo and Jay & Ann Pollack. 

Marianne Letterie received the Saltus award in 1995 and Theo 

van de Vathorst was one of the finalists from the selection of the 
year 2001. It is very clear that the Dutch have a long history in the 
form of medallic art which has continued to contemporary time. 
The shallow relief technique is unique to medallic art. Hellegers 
uses this technique to the utmost. In his gentle and poetic approach 
to his theme, often the work asks the viewer to participate in his 
unspoken thought. He creates a grand scale in palm size medallic 
art.

"It is fitting that the contemporary Dutch medal be highlighted 
at this year's exhibit continuing the series of shows organized by 
Medialia in conjunction with the annual J. Sanford Saltus Award 
of the American Numismatic Society. The Low Countries have 
always been in the forefront of medallic art, from the Renaissance 
works of Jonghelink, through the silver baroque masterpieces of 
the Golden Age, to the middle of the Twentieth Century, when 
Dutch sculptors pioneered the revival of the cast medal.

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-MORE ABOUT FIDEM 


Cory Gillilland. 


We have been invigorated and challenged by the 
latest FIDEM. Every two years we experience this shot to 
our creative impulse but then that is the purpose of 
FIDEM. The organization exists to create dialogue, both 
visual and vocal, among those the world over who are 
interested in the art of the medal. 


In viewing the recent exposition held this year in 
Germany, I became excited by the apparent vibrancy of 
British medallists. One wonders if their divergent and 
excellent exhibit could not be traced to the strength of the 
British Art Medal Society (BAMS). Their artists have had 
an ever growing backing and have gained a great deal 
from not only from the organization but also from the 
interaction with fellow artists and collectors. Exhibits 
from other countries where there are strong medal 
societies also seem to reflect innovation and vibrancy on 
the part of their member artists that is not quite as evident 
from the countries where active are societies are not 
present. 


"The American FIDEM delegation medal" 
created for each FIDEM exposition has, I believe, 
heightened the awareness of the international community 
to the work of American medal artists. Artists such as 
John Cook, Merlin Szosz, Marika Somogy, Jeanne 
Stevens-Sollman, Jean Daub and James Malone-Beach, 
among others, have all created American delegation 
medals. These medals were then given to the heads of 
each of the other country delegations. Many of these 
people are curators of medal collections in their own 
country. The result is that a good number of these medals 
can be found as part of various nations collections around 
the world. This certainly is a prestigious way for an artist 
be know internationally. Funds available to the FIDEM 
delegate come entirely from the fees charged artists who 
submit medals to be exhibited at FIDEM and thus there 
are very limited funds available for honorariums for the 
delegation medal but certainly the intangible rewards to 
the winning artist are vast. 


The next FIDEM will be held in Paris in the year 2002 and 
all medal artists are urged to begin work now on their 
submission. Plan a medal to enter into the competition for 
the delegation medal for Paris. It will be special FIDEM 
for the organization was founded in that city before World 
War II. It is also a city with a long history of support for 
the medal.

From Heather Blume 
August 4, 2000 


Dear Fellow Amsa members, 
First I want to thank the membership for nominating me to 
fill a board position and know that I have been elected 
I look forward to the privilege of being able to serve the 
association the coming years. I owe a special thanks to the 
Gillillands for introducing me to the world of the Medal in 
1994. The Art in the Hand Gallery was my classroom and 
Tommy and Cory my willing instructors. I was hooked right 
away. 
There have been a couple of developments in my career 
recently which I thought the membership should know about. 
I attended my first FIDEM congress two years ago in Den 
Hague, Netherlands. One of the many lectures I attended was 
given by Nicola Moss, whose work I greatly admired. Her 
slide show on an installation of her bas relief bronze plaques 
at various sites in a reserve in England inspired me to attempt 
a similar one in this country. What impressed me the most 
about her project was the ingenious way she directly involved 
and affected the viewer. So often the artist creates and the 
viewer is simply a distant presence who may or may not 
interact with the artwork. 
By creating plaques that are not only for viewing but also for 
taking rubbings from, the artist creates work that encourages 
the viewer to have direct contact with and effect the outcome 
of, depending on what color wax is used and how much 
pressure is applied to whatever paper is chosen. 
So, I was truly inspired and took the feeling home with me. 
The result is a spin off project called the "Path For Art". 
It is a series of ten "7x11" bas relief bronze plaques to be 
installed at various designated sites around the campus of the 
Cape Cod Community College where I teach part time. The 
first plaque I was commissioned to do by the college. The 
remaining plaques are being created by the students under my 
supervision and are funded by three different local source 
grants I have received in the past year. The project is similar 
to Nicola's but has been expanded into a collaborative effort. 
In addition to the increase of artists participating in the 
making of the plaques, other students will be creating 
handmade paper for the path participants, a tape describing 
the art work will be available for the vision impaired, access 
will be available for wheelchairs and there will be a ramp. 
The College art gallery will host all pertinent materials and 
information for "The Path For Art". In keeping with the 
narrative and commemorative tradition of the Medal I set 
parameters on the content of the plaques asking that they be 
artistic, all be it poetic, reflections of the nature of Cape Cod, 
something Henry Thoreau or Rachel Carson would have 
enjoyed seeing on one of their walks. So far everything is 
proceeding well and I expect to have students begin 
installations this fall and to take pictures. I'll report more 
about this project in a later issue. ....... Heather Blume.
